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When someone proposes a change to the database, enter the proposed change into the 
interactive version of the database as if the proposed change had been made and the work 
completed, and then run the interactive modified database through the existing MIS or a 
duplicate of the MIS for the planning period and calculate the second modified expected 
Strategic Objective results as measured by the Primary Strategic Objective Measure 



Using the modified interactive databases and the prior MIS run, calculate the second expected 
Tradeoff results as measured by the Primary Tradeoff Measure 



Compare the first expected Strategic Objective results with the second expected Strategic 
Objective results based upon the Primary Strategic Objective Measure 
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
